Gale thought he had 
abundant reafon for bis Complaint, That there were 
no lef than Sixty Women who intermeddled in the 
Art -of Surgery; I doubt not but we have at this 
time as many {coré, who in one refpect or other 
will prefume hereon, aswell to the difcredit of the 
Art, as tothe deftruttion of the Unwary there are 
not many Streets in London without three or four; 
nay, itis a Chance (and that a great one too) if the 
good Gentlewoman of almoft every Houle doth not 
affume the liberty to tamper from Cm r’s 
Direétions. 

Such indeed is the frail Fudgment of many in 
Chyrurgick Affairs, that they believe thofe men to 
have the leaft Knowledge therein, whofe fole Right 
and Propriety it is to practife in this aworthy Art’: 
The more eminent the Chyrurgeon ¢s, he muff be 
attended (in their Opinion) with a Confequence of 
the greater Lyrannizer ; or, The more learned the 
Arult, the more fraudulent Oppreffor, If you con- 
fult any one of thefe, you are told, He will make 2 
Cure, or, That you muft expect the Work of a Chy- 
rurgeon:

Apollo. eAfculapius is thought by fome to be 
defcended of Apollo, though Virgil feems to 
think him firft happy in the Difcovery, 
and that he was for the famé dignified by the 
Epidauri with the Title of a God: as were alfo 
his two Sons Podslirins and Machaon, whom 
Celfus does particularly mention as very eminent 
for Chyrurgery, being carried from Crete to thé 
Trojan Wars. But-if what is reported of the 
renowned Chiron be true, that he was Mafter to 
eZ£feulapius, think with more reafon the pre: 
céedence will be his. The fame Cel//ws does far- 
ther fuppofe Hippocrates tobe the Parent of all 
Medicine, and delivers the Chyrurgick Pra&ice 
rather from him than any before him. Seranys

and ignorant Intruders are offer'd to the noble 
and divine Myftery of Healing. I may truly 
juftifie the word Ady/ery, fince it is fo undenia- 
bly, to thofe who by their moft impure and 
nocuous conceptions thereof, their evil Praéi- 
ces and i las fatal Pertormances therein, 
have brought a general Scandal on the moft 
noble of all Arts, an Art which was deliverd 
unto fallen Man by the Almighty himfelf, and 
hath been accounted the moft excellent of all 
others, by the wile and fupreme Donor, as 
well as in the fight of Princes; which made 
King Solomon advife us to give Honour to the 
Phyfician, fince the Higheft Lord hath created 
him for our Help and Health.

our Art ; fo neither fhall I require the admifli- 
on, of his, Faith to any thing I have faid, far- 
ther than the-prevalency of right Reafon wiil 
con{train, or beyond a confirmation of the 
Truth he may receive from chofe remarkable 
Inftances which continually emerge. 

Let him take but :a icrious view of the 
weekly Prefentations made to thofe two facred 
Sanduaries for the Sick, I. mean the Fiotpitals 
of St. Thomas and St. Bartholomew, or fupervile 
thofe great numbers which are daily offerd to 
the Undertakings of the more private Praéi- 
tioners in our Art; and after a free enquiry 
into their Diftempers, with the former ma- 
nagement thereof, he will, I doubt not, receive 
information, that che greater number of their 
Maladies (fome of them by delay now grown 
incurable) had their foundation laid in, or took 
their original from the hands of fome confi- 
dently-pretending Baggage, or other fair pro- 
mifing Female Undertaker. 

Is it not avery ufual thing for People to con- 
fale us about any troublefome Accident, being 
diilacisfied in their Doctrefs; and we often- 
times find, where they have been deluded un- 
der the notion of a Sprain, that their Limbs 
have been obfcurely broken, and a Callus 
Calchough deform’d for want of Art, ) 
thruft forth, attended with the difadvantage of 
an illdhap'd, crooked, and fometimes almoft ufe- 
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lefs Member. The like may be faid of) Diflo- 
cations, which are by bafe unlearned: Women 
treated for no other than fimpie Contufions, 
and fo long neglected, that there is no hope of 
Remedy; which might at firft, with as much 
facility as fuccefs, have been adminiftred. 
Indeed, it is much the fame comparatively 
in all other cafes where there has been ad- 
mitted a Feminine Chyrurgick Operator, who 
if one undertaking fucceed, although a fcore 
mifcarry, that one proves a fufficient Bafis for 
the light Fabrick of her Reputation. ‘Nay, the 
being moft commonly the proclaimer of ‘her 
own Fame, you fhall not want to hear ‘the 
flying Stories of her Fortunes, whilft thofe of 
her unbounded Ignorance are buried in as deep 
a filence, and revive not otherwife than 
through the Courtefie. of fome’ forrowful 
Mother, who is beholden to this famous 
Doétrefs: for making of her Child a Mar- 
tyr. 
She is one, who if fhe finds you wavering 
in your Opinion of her Skill, or diffatisfied at 
her Proceedings, knows how to terrifie you 
from. falling into the Chyrurgeon’s hands, 
where’ you are to expect nothing lefs than the 
unfpeakable Tyranny of Probation, Incifion, and 
Scarrification ; whereas fhe, like a tender-hearted 
Woman, makes ufe of no fuch Cruelty ; ‘the 
has none of thofe frightful Inftrumentsito per- 
plex and .difquiet you, but is willing to cure 
you 
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you with her foveraign Balfam or Plaifter,which 
dhe will admit you to take off and put on your 
felf. 

This isthe pleafing Subterfuge of Ignorance, 
and a Bait very eafily {wallow'd down, by. in- 
confiderate People, not feldom to their de= 
ftrucdion. Tis truly the main ObjeGion, 
why many Perfons are fo fearful of the Chy- 
rurgick Artilt, viz. his fevere and cruel ufage 
to his Patients. Now therefore, that I may un- 
riddle this great Myftery, and expofe the whole 
ruth without referve, thereby to fee if the 
matter in debate be fuch as reprefenred, we will 
thus argue: If theu fhouldft at any time labour 
of .an Infirmity, either Tumor, Wound, Ul. 
cer, Oc. whether may it be thought more. rea- 
fonable to confide in him who is throughly: ex- 
perienc’d in the progrefs and event of each Di- 
{temper, which thy felf and fellow-Creatures 
are all prone to, has had his abundant Know- 
ledge therein confirm’d to him by his Educa; 
tion under fome learned and ingenious PraAi- 
tioner, and is himfelf continually converfantin 
luch-like practical Obfervations? Had{t chou 
rather truft thy. felf in the hands of fach, or in 
thofe of fome fencelefs Petticoat Pretender, who 
hath no more Judgment in thy Diftemper than 
thy telf, neither more Authority to. take upon 
her the Profeffion, than what fhe bafely and 
molt unjuftly aflumes? I can eafily enough 
forelee what may be anfwer’d hereto, that you

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the rather prefer a Woman, becaufe fhe will not 
cut or make Incifions upon your Flefh ; fhe 
hates thofe inhumane Caureries or Searing Itons 
wherewith Chyrurgeons (who are {worn to 
make a Cure) perplex and difturb you, but will 
carefully endeavour, by her Ointments and pre- 
cious Salves, without any Severity, to remove 
your Diforders. 

To this I could reply, if there were occafion, 
that of the Poet, 


——— immedicabile vulnus, 
Enfe recidendum——— 


or, That a defperate Cafe requires as fevere a 
Remedy : And whether or no the Di 
arriv’d at fach a ftate, I think the able and 
knowing Artift the more competent Judge : fo 
that it is not to be difputed, but where neceflity 
call: for it, fo rough and rigorous an admint- 
{tration is undeniably to be juftified. 

I do not go about to perfwade, that this muft 
‘be the refult of every one’s particular condition, 
fince 1 would have all to underiftand that it’ is 
much beneath the Principle of any Chriftian 
Profeffor of our Art to exercifée fuch feeming 
Cruelties upon his Patient, if he could other- 
ways difcharge the Duty of his Calling, or per- 
form what is requir’d of him. ae 
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What an extream I Elly carries fome People 
into. a relolute Beliet (which they will not al- 
ter till they have Wd 'd themfelves Sufferers) 
that fuch an one as is URAC RE in the caufe 
of a Dillemper, or what the fame Diffemper 
truly 1S, can make neither Pro gnoftick nor Diag- 
nofrick, th tnere “ol, neit her Can tell by what appro- 
priate Remedies the fame Diftempeér fhould be 
proflig ated , but haz ardoufly prs efcribe s ‘her

found out a more eafie and falubrious Methodus

I would fincerely advile thofe who are fo 
wonderlully afraid of having their Flefh cut, 
(as the only Prefervative therefrom) that’ they 
fhun a pretending Doctrefs, one, who by her 
Ignorance gives too commonly ‘the firft occa- 
fion of fuch unavoidable proceedings, and in- 
leed many times for that which is of highe:

if chey would repair in time‘to the: Foun- 
tain of true Knowledge and Underftanding;

If you 
diflike fuch his Propofal, you can but refle@ 
upon his Caution, and blame your felf*for an 
unwillingnefs to lubmit thereto. Farther, if 
you cannot comply with fuch his intended 
courfe, yer will fill put your felf under his care, 
fam certain you will not find wanting (when 
he has forewarn’d you cf the danger) the-ur- 
moit of his Endeavours (which fhould, as I 
conceive, be much more prevalent than ’a Wo+ 
man’s} 


\ an 
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man’s) to. reftore and cure- you without. this 
painful and fevere ufage. 

I could wih that every Patient would, make 
choice of fuch an honeft and able Profeffor 
of this Art as they might reafonably confide in, 
and then wholly, under the Supreme Power, 
to fubmit themfelves (without dictating their 
own €rroneous Sentiments) to his management, 
1 would -have them banish all thofe childith and 
fearful Apprehenfions of his fuppofed Cruelty, 
and remain ftedfaft, in: a firm belief, that he 
will a& no otherwife by them than. himfelf, if 
under fuch-like circumftances; or, that. what 
he does is purely defign’d for their recovery and 
well being. 

It -is- but little fhort o£ a- Miracle to me, that 
any one fhould imagine we can be fo. much de- 
lighted in (what they-call) the perfecution of 
our Neighbours, when we take upon us.thole. 
troublefome operations of Incifing, Cauterifing, 
Amputating, @c. as to account the. fame for 
Pleafure or Diverfion, which is no more.than 
what we are prompted to from, the. urgent_ne- 
ceflity of fuch miferable States and. Accidents 
as require fuch performance. 

Can they think, I wonder, that the.clamo- 
rous -Shrieks and Outcries of poor fuffering 
Creatures are fuch grateful. Concord or harmo- 
nious Melody, to make us fond thereof, if we 
knew to avoid it? Rather let me inform fuch

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‘When the Duke of Norfolk, who was then 
General, underftood how the People dyd of in- 
‘ confiderable Wounds, he fent for me, and certain

‘how thefe men came by their Death, whether 
"a were by the grievoujne/s of their Wounds, or 
through want of Knowledge in the Undertahers. 
‘ According to his Command, we made fearch 
“throughout the Camp, ond found many of thefe

It'was the Opinion of a Perfon very emi- 
nent in.our Profeflion, that no one could 
be qualified -for Praétice, Nii in eadem edu- 
catus, exercitatufque fuit. With how great 
Peril do we then ( from his words.) 
confide. in thefe- prefumptuous Undertakers, 
who cannot fubfift by the Income of their 
proper. Occupations, and have nothing to fet 
them. off.but their Impudence and a little 
Book- Knowledge, wherewith they amufe thofe 
who take, them to be rightly accomplifh’d 
Phyficians and Chyrurgeons. They are fo far 
from having been initiated under the Care 
of any Legal PraGitioner, or fo little exercifed 
in the faid Art, that their fhort Conference 
with fome Confident Empirick or Quack 
(having thereby purchasd one or two parti- 
cular Medicines) is the whole Stock of their

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Learning, as well as: Grounds for fuch their 
pernicious Pretences. : 

I will however hope, that from the fore- 
going Obfervations the People may fee what 
intolerable Mifchiefs an unskilful Perfon may 
perpetrate, when countenanc’d the moft ille- 
gally ‘to practice in this Noble Art; and al- 
though I doubt not but many others have 
made the like Refle&tions upon the erroneous 
Actions of thefe Men, yet I may think, at 
leaft, that this publick manifeftation of their 
Ignorance and Deceit, from the important ur- 
gency thereto, with the unavoidable necefliry 
for che fame, will the rather excite or fpur 
on fome generous Perfon (whofe ftation will 
admit thereof) to perfe& in fome fence a re- 
gulation of thefe Abufes. 

What indeed can we expec& from the con- 
tinuance of fuch a Sufferance, but that the 
Medicinal Profeffion (formerly held in fo 
great repute and admiration) is not only 
likely to’ftand in competition with the moft 
mercenary’ Employment, but that its genuine 
Profeffors , meeting with fo great difcourage- 
ment, may in time lay afide and negleét its 
farther improvement, to the no {mall diminu- 
tion of all true and methodical Knowledge 
therein, and to the univerfal. detriment 
thereby accrewing to the whole Nation. 


If 
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If he\who hath fpent the greateft part of 
his Life hath been inftru@ed by the ableft 
Matter of the faid Art, by a long and tedious 
Service therein, and conftantly, habituated to 
the ftudy as well as praétife thereof, all 
which he finds little enough to render him- 
felf capacitated. If, after all, fach a Perfon 
as this fhall be no better accounted than an 
Uptart Empirick, no farther rely’d on thana 
Foreign Quack, no more confided in than a 
Pratiifng Barber, his Skill thought fcarce’ equi- 
Valent to a cheating or deluding Bonefetter’s, and 
himfelf in all refpe@s, for his Art, little more 
efteem’d than a Female Enterprizer. If Tinkers, 
Coblers, Heelmakers, and Butchers, with the reft 
of this fpurious and fordid Tribe, thall be as 
well rewarded as the moft judicious and 
faithful Pradtitioner, what other Fate to at- 
tend can we imagine, unlefs that of the 
irrepairable Confufion of this once famous 
Art ? 

How profitably a Regulation of thefe Dif 
orders might be undertaken for the fuppref- 
fing bale Pretenders to Chyrurgick Praétice, 
where the Concerns of Life it felf are daily 
hazarded, would,I doubt not, foon appear with 
the Product of thefe great Advantages. Firft 
of all, the Unwary would be no longer mit. 
guided by the plaufible Stories of the Igno- 
rant, mor expos’d to the Mifcarriages they 
are 
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re now: fubjecded:to. Furthermore, the law- 
ful Resaonat epson not be molelted or im- 


There ini be no Foleration for any pe 
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conftituted ea a ade sy No... Tradefman 
would, with polluted Hands; intermeddle in 
the Medicinal Art, or any other of the 
prefume pen this Privilege; if .not..only the 
Fear. but the Effet. ofa juft and-,reafona- 
ble Prokéution could be.of  fufficient:,force 
to\reduce them into their proper Elements. 
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one: who wifhes well to the P ‘ublick ule his 
utmaftediligence, thatthefe Abules be:as,.well 
refornv’dnas. dete ied: Ie is net fo trifling. a 
Con- 
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Concern as may be fuppofed, fince the Lives 
of fo many miferable ‘Creatures are forfeited 
by. our delay herein. And therefore, as.we 
may. xead in Ancient Authors, what good aad 
wholfome Laws. were made to p' inith all fucl 
arrogant Perfons, let us endeavour all we can 
that the fame, or the like, may be in force, 
and put in execution againft thofe’ who 1 by 
their malevolence and flanderous Afperfions) to- 
gether with their moft detefted Practiles, have 
procut das much Mifchief to the People as 
Contempt to Surgery, and its honourable Pro- 
feffors ; the well-wifhing to whofe Profperity 
will be but little available, till there be 
an Attempt made for the removal of thofe 
grand Impediments of their Luftre and Re- 
nown. 

I think I cannot more pertinently finith 
what I have to fay upon this pt ject, than in 
the Words of one of our own Authors to this 
purpole. 


“ As you would that this Noble <Art 
cc fhould flourife, you muft not be aa 
“ 3m your Endeavours to take away the Oc- 
‘© caftons of its Prejudice and Dilzapute : : 
“© neither yet to acknowledge your depen- 
‘* dance upon the Supreme Being, who hath 
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as well created and appointed the Means 
thou jhalt think fit to ufe, as ordained 
thee to be the Instrument of fuch his 
Favour. Furthermore, be thou never wan- 
ting to petition Fleaven for SuccefS upon 
thy Chyrurgick Enterprizes, whereby the 
Sick may be advantag'd, and an Eternity 
of Comfort and Satisfaction procur'd to thy
